In the year 1819, as the population and 
business interesis of the country had mate 
Aally increased, the demands for printing 
were considerably augmented, and Congress, 
with economical. intent, endeavored to bring 
this important item under the immediate su- 
pervision and control of the govornment, 
thus abolishing the exapenmre contrael system. 
A joint resolution was then passed, providing 
that each house should elect iis own printer; 
it the same time designating the style and 
stipulating the prices for doing the work. 
The printer was clected wy ballot im 
ach house, the choice always falling 
tpon the proprietor of the “organ” of which 
ver political party wasin power. As far as 
he records show, the government printing 
vas performed under this act until the year 
($44. when Garrett Davis conceived the idea 
f changing the printing policy of the gov- 
‘ment by the overthrow of the Democratic 
‘organ,” and he introduced a reselution pro- 
vidiog that the printing should thereafter be 
riven out by contract. The law took effect 
n 1447, and continned until 1952, and it was 
robably owing to the disiniegrating snfluences 
f the contracting system that we, as a nation, 
nide ao little progress in the perfection of print 
“ig and hy nding during the preceding ha’ 
vntury.
